An  Invitation 


The  Southern  Commemorative  Society  was  founded  July  4,  1964.  The  purpose  of 
the  Society  is  to  honor  Southern  heroes,  events  and  institutions  not  generally  recognized 
appropriately  by  organizations  more  national  in  purpose. 

The  Society  began  its  program  with  one  hundred  Charter  Members  in  thirty 
states  and  Canada.  Membership  is  limited  to  one  thousand  in  number  and  is  open 
to  anyone  who  feels  that  he  is  in  sympathy  with  the  purpose  of  the  Society. 

In  keeping  with  its  purpose,  the  Society  will  strike  each  month  a medal  com- 
memorating an  appropriate  subject. 

Medals,  after  the  first,  will  be  struck  by  the  Medal  lie  Art  Company  of  New  York  City, 
in  response  to  many  requests  by  the  membership.  Each  month's  medal  will  be  double- 
faced,  of  0.999  fine  silver  and  1 Vz"  in  diameter. 

The  Society  will  provide  a medal  each  month  to  a selected  historical  society  in 
each  of  the  states  of  the  original  Confederacy  plus  the  states  of  Kentucky  and  Missouri. 
Members  are  invited  to  recommend  a society  in  each  of  these  states  to  be  the  recipient 
of  the  Society's  medals.  Each  member  is  further  invited  to  recommend  a particular 
sculptor  whom  he  would  like  to  have  design  future  medals. 

Each  member  will  receive  a certificate  of  membership  in  the  Society.  Certificates 
will  be  serially  numbered  according  to  the  date  of  the  member's  joining  the  Society. 
Each  member  will  receive  one  medal  which  will  bear  the  serial  number  of  his  certifi- 
cate. 

The  Society  proposes  to  furnish  to  members  cases  for  displaying  medals,  member- 
ship pocket  cards  and  brochures  describing  individual  medals  and  their  history. 

After  having  struck  one  piece  for  each  member  and  each  selected  historical 
society,  the  Society  will  have  no  other  pieces  of  any  material  struck  and  the  dies  will 
be  destroyed.  Thus,  the  total  number  of  pieces  will  be  fewer  than  1,025. 
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The  Southern  Commemorative  Society 


The  Society  is  a non-profit  organization.  Therefore,  cases,  cards,  certificates 
and  any  other  items  which  will  be  sent  to  members  in  the  future  will  be  furnished 
without  charge.  However,  while  non-profit  as  an  organization,  the  Society  recognizes 
that  each  member  will  hope,  to  one  degree  or  another,  that  his  medals  will  increase 
in  value  and  that,  should  he  elect  to  sell  his  membership,  he  can  do  so  at  a profit. 
Therefore,  the  Society  pledges  to  exercise  the  most  extreme  care  in  all  matters  which  could 
affect  the  value  of  medals,  such  as  the  destruction  of  dies  and  the  firm  limit  of  issue. 

As  long  as  membership  in  the  Society  is  open,  the  membership  fee  will  be  $10.00 
(subject  only  to  possible  increase)  payable  once  only.  Membership  will  remain  in  ef- 
fect as  long  as  the  member  receives  each  medal  struck  by  the  Society.  Medals  are  avail- 
able to  members  only,  of  course,  at  $8.50  each.  However,  medals  costs  will  be  reduced 
as  membership  grows,  and  each  member  will  pay  actual  cost  of  producing,  mailing  and 
other  actual  expenses.  Medal  costs  include  taxes.  The  first  reduction  in  medal  costs, 
reflecting  growth  in  membership,  will  be  in  the  fifth  medal,  which  will  cost  members 
$7.90.  When  full  membership  is  reached,  medals  will  cost  members  not  more  than  $6.75, 
and  the  Society  estimates  that  the  average  cost  will  be  below  $6.50.  A membership 
larger  than  one  thousand  would  further  reduce  costs,  but  would  at  the  same  time  re- 
duce value;  therefore,  the  Society  intends  to  permanently  limit  membership  to  this 
figure,  unless  at  any  given  time,  the  membership  votes  unanimously  to  increase  the 
size  of  the  membership.  Thus,  the  individual  member  will  have  the  final  word  on  any 
proposed  increase  in  membership. 

This  is  an  invitation  to  join  the  Society.  If  you  wish  to  apply,  please  send  $18.50 
for  each  membership  desired.  This  includes  membership  fee  and  the  first  medal  honor- 
ing Robert  E.  Lee.  The  second  medal  honoring  Alvin  C.  York,  will  be  available  August 
20,  and  subsequent  medals  will  be  available  monthly  thereafter.

MEET  WILLIAM  B.  SPILMAN 

Joining  TAMS  in  late  1961,  the  administrative 
and  hard-working-devoted  abilities  of  Bill 
Spilman  were  quickly  recognized,  and  it  was 
not  long  before  he  was  drafted  into  the  ranks 
of  the  official  family,  which  he  has  now 
served  faithfully  for  over  three  years. 

In  mid-April  of  1962,  Bill  assumed  the  post  of 
Secretary,  the  first  to  hold  this  office,  as 
prior  to  that  the  duties  of  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer  were  jointly  handled  by  one  person. 

Holding  down  this  busy  office  for  nearly  two 
and  a half  years,  Bill  was  relieved  of  these 
duties  at  the  annual  TAMS  meeting  held  in  Cle- 
veland during  August  of  1964,  upon  his  elec- 
tion to  the  post  of  1st  vice-president.

INTRODUCTION 

The  keynote  of  Chicago's  second  World's  Fair  of  1933-34  is  best  ex- 
pressed in  the  official  guide  of  the  Century  of  Progress,  which  stated 
that : 


"Perhaps  nothing  so  graphically  symbolizes  the  swiftness  with 
which  science  has  moved,  or  presents  so  clear  cut  a picture,  as 
the  way  that  the  World's  Fair  of  1893  was  opened,  compared  with 

the  opening  of  a Century  of  Progress.  In  '93,  men  marveled  that 

President  Grover  Cleveland  could  press  a button  and  start  a foun- 
tain flowing  and  wheels  turning  at  the  official  Fair  opening.  At 
that  moment,  forty  years  ago,  the  orange  star,  Arcturus,  commonly 
called  Job's  star,  blinked  down  upon  the  Fair.  Light  that  left  it 
then  has  since  been  racing  at  a speed  of  186,284  miles  per  second 
earthward.  The  idea  was  conceived  of  opening  A Century  of  Progress 
with  the  rays  of  Arcturus.  A simple  matter  now  for  science  to 
catch  this  feeble  beam  when  it  arrived  on  earth,  and  as  it  struck 
the  great  telescope  of  Yerkes  Observatory  in  Wisconsin  transform 
it  into  electric  energy  by  means  of  a photoelectric  cell,  amplify 
it  by  methods  of  radio  and  speed  it  on  to  Chicago  to  start  the 

big  show's  night  life.  A miracle  they  would  have  said  a hundred 

or  even  forty  years  ago.  But  today,  the  'electric  eye'  relays, 
vacuum  tubes,  amplifiers,  Microphones,  which  respond  to  the  tin- 
iest fluxes  of  energy  help  to  do  the  work  of  the  world  in  almost 
routine  manner." 

The  writers  of  that  enthusiastic  keynote  of  the  Fair  were  seers  of  the 
future,  but  they  could  not  possibly  have  forseen  how  fast  science  had 
moved  out  into  space  in  the  thirty  years  since  then.  Some  shadows  of 
things  to  come  were,  however,  cast  at  this  first  great  modern  fair. 

The  brothers  Piccard  were  there  with  their  stratosphere  balloon  which 
rose  ten  miles  into  space.  Professor  William  Bebee 's  bathysphere,  in 
which  he  decended  2,200  feet  into  the  sea,  was  on  exhibit.  And  the 
lights  were  there  to  illuminate  the  grounds  at  night  with  15,000  in- 
candescent bulbs;  which  in  power  and  intensity,  as  compared  to  the 
lights  of  the  Fair  of  1893,  was  like  the  sun  compared  to  twilight. 

But  it  was  the  colored  lights  of  neon  tubes  that  introduced  a new  age 
in  lighting ...  the  neon  age  was  born  at  this  Fair. 

"When  President  Rufus  Dawes  of  the  Exposition  threw  the  switch 
on  June  12,  1932,  that  lighted  the  Hall  of  Science,  the  largest 
amount  of  gaseous  tubes  ever  used  on  any  one  surface  sprang  to 
life.  As  you  mingle  with  the  throngs  at  night,  you  stand  in  the 
greatest  flood  of  colored  light  that  any  equal  area,  or  any  city 
of  the  world  has  ever  produced." 
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One  of  the  greatest  pieces  of  showmanship  held  in  connection  with  the 
aviation  show  at  the  Fair  was  the  mass  flight  by  twenty-four  Italian 
hydroplanes  led  by  Italo  Balbo,  from  Orbetello,  Italy,  to  the  Century 
of  Progress  Exposition,  from  June  30  to  July  15,  1933*  Other  features 
of  the  air  show  was  the  exhibition  of  some  of  the  famous  planes  that 
made  aviation  history,  Glenn  Curtiss’  famous  ship  in  which  he  won  the 
$10,000,00  prize  for  the  flight  from  Albany  to  New  York,  a distance 
of  143  miles,  covered  in  two  hours  and  fifty  minutes,  in  1910,  and  the 
Columbia  in  which  Chamberlain  and  Levine  crossed  the  Atlantic  to  Ger- 
many, were  there  on  exhibition. 

The  Woolroe,  in  which  Colonel  Art  Goebel  and  Lt.  Davis  flew  from  Oak- 
land, Cal.,  to  Honolulu,  2,400  miles,  in  twenty-five  hours  and  seven- 
teen minutes,  was  also  exhibited,  as  well  as  other  famous  planes. 

The  Walgreen  Company  built  the  largest  drug  store  in  the  world  for  the 
convenience  of  visitors.  The  A & P Carnival  was  one  of  the  amusements, 
while  the  large  toothpaste  tube  in  the  Bristol-Myers  Exhibit  and  the 
Havoline  thermometer  stood  out  on  the  skyline  of  the  General  Exhibits, 

The  Home  Planning  Group  of  Exhibitions  of  the  many  facets  of  the  build 
ing  industry  and  related  activities,  with  its  "House  of  Tomorrow"  and 
"Design  for  Living"  foretold  the  new  era  in  modern  construction,  which 
however,  did  not  really  materialize  until  after  World  War  II, 

The  Lincoln  Exhibit  in  the  Illinois  Host  Building  gave  the  Fair  its 
historical  note.  A large  collection  of  Lincolniana  from  the  private 
collection  of  Governor  Henry  Horner,  as  well  as  other  Lincoln  collec- 
tions were  on  display. 

A sad  note  attended  the  Century  of  Progress  when  Mayor  Anton  J.  Cermak 
of  Chicago,  who  had  taken  part  in  so  much  of  the  planning  of  the  Fair, 
was  fatally  wounded  by  an  assassin  on  February  15,  1933,  and  died  on 
March  6,  1933,  while  riding  in  an  open  automobile  with  the  newly  elect 
ed  President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  in  Miami,  Florida.  The  bullet  meant 
for  the  President  made  a martyr  of  Cermak.  This  sad  incident  recalls 
the  assassination  of  Mayor  Carter  Harrison  of  Chicago  two  days  before 
the  closing  of  the  Columbian  Exposition  in  1893. 

Despite  the  fact  that  the  Century  of  Progress  was  poorly  supported  by 
foreign  nations,  it  was  a financial  success.  This  was  expecially  not- 
able as  it  was  held  during  a period  of  world  wide  depression. 

Thirteen  foreign  nations  participated,  and  only  seventeen  states  and 
Puerto  Rico  supported  the  Fair.  The  United  States  government  built  a 
Federal  Building  and  had  many  government  agencies  exhibit  there,  but 
lent  no  official  or  financial  support. 

The  fair  grounds  on  the  shores  of  Lake  Michigan,  just  south  of  the 
Loop,  was  located  on  one  of  the  attractive  areas  of  Chicago's  Lake 
Front.  Adjacent  to  it  and  as  attractions  of  the  Fair  were  the  famous 
Adler  Planetarium,  the  John  G.  Shedd  Aquarium  and  the  Field  Museum  of 
Natural  History  (since  renamed  the  Chicago  Museum  of  Natural  History). 
To  the  west  of  the  Fair  Grounds  was  the  large  classic  bulk  of  the  Mu- 
nicipal Stadium  where  many  athletic  events  and  historical  pageants 
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were  held  during  the  two  year  celebration.  One  mile  to  the  north  was 
the  Art  Institute  where  fabulous  art  collections  from  all  over  the 
world  were  on  exhibit  at  all  times. 

The  architectural  wonders  were  many,  but  the  outstanding  sights,  sym- 
bolically, as  well  as  in  outstanding  modern  design,  were  the  Hall  of 
Science  and  The  Skyride.  The  most  popular  attraction  on  the  Midway  was 
Sally  Rand,  the  fan  dancer. 

The  grounds  consisted  of  only  424  acres;  but  statistically  it  was  far 
more  successful  than  most  fairs  that  covered  more  ground.  22,565*000 
people  passed  through  the  gates  in  1933,  and  16,300,000  more  attended 
in  1934.  A total  of  $63*270,000.00  was  grossed  from  receipts  of  all 
types,  as  against  a cost  to  the  exposition  company  of  $44,000,000.00. 
Not  one  cent  was  contributed  by  federal,  state  or  city  governments. 

The  entire  basis  of  financing  was  an  issuance  of  gold  notes  in  the 
amount  of  ten  million  dollars.  Guarantees  of  payment  were  made  by 
prominent  citizens  of  Chicago.  General  Charles  G.  Dawes,  former  vice- 
president  under  Hoover,  and  at  that  time  Ambassador  to  Great  Britain, 
was  the  main  worker  in  obtaining  guarantees  of  $12,000,000.00  to  put 
over  the  financing. 

Needless  to  say,  the  guarantors  were  all  paid  with  interest,  and  the 
surplus  turned  over  to  civic  causes. 

Rufus  Dawes  was  president  of  the  Fair,  while  Lenox  R.  Lohr,  who  is  now 
head  of  the  Museum  of  Science  and  Industry  in  Chicago,  was  General 
Manager . 

Commenting  on  this  Fair,  Kenneth  W.  Luckhurst  in  his  ’'Story  of  Exhibi- 
tions” states  that; 

"Scientific  marvels ....  have  ceased  to  cause  as  much  real  wonders 
as  they  aroused  in  earlier  days . . . . Nevertheles s , there  has  in 
recent  years  been  one  major  exhibition  dealing  principally  with 
this  subject.  This  was  the  'Century  of  Progress'  held  at  Chicago 
in  1933# •••So  vast,  generalized  and  popular  an  exhibition  of 
science  is  quite  without  parallel." 

HISTORICAL  AND  NUMISMATIC  BACKGROUND 

Part  I 

1933  was  one  of  the  historic  landmark  "years  of  decision"  of  the  20th 
Century,  which  may  rank  in  importance  with  1914  and  1939.  It  may  be 
too  soon  to  weigh  the  long  range  historical  impact  of  the  events  that 
highlighted  the  year  in  which  the  Century  of  Progress  opened  in  Chi- 
cago, but  it  is  the  considered  opinion  of  the  writer  that  it  eventu- 
ally will  be  recognized  by  historians  as  one  of  those  crucial  years 
of  transition  from  one  era  to  another.  The  Century  of  Progress  was 
celebrated  on  the  historic  centennial  of  Chicago's  incorporation  as  a 
village,  and  as  its  proponents  stated;  "the  Exposition  is  not  solely 
intended  to  be  a colossal  demonstration  of  exultation  on  the  advance- 
ment of  Chicago  within  the  limits  of  a century.  This  is  truly  and  in 
every  sense  an  Exposition  belonging  to  the  world.  The  one  great  motif 
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of  a Century  of  Progress  is  the  rise  of  mankind  during  the  last  hun- 
dred years  - the  most  outstanding  hundred  years  of  scientific  discov- 
eries, of  miraculous  improvements  in  the  living  conditions  of  the 
people  of  the  earth  that  ever  has  been  seen". 

The  year  opened  with  the  world  in  the  thrall  of  one  of  the  worst  de- 
pressions in  history.  Our  country  was  deep  in  the  grip  of  increasing 
unemployment,  increasing  foreclosure  of  homes,  farms,  apartments  and 
business  properties.  State,  local  and  private  charitable  and  relief 
agencies  were  unable  to  cope  with  the  desperate  situation  that  had 
descended  on  many  unfortunate  families  throughout  the  land. 

Hoover  was  finishing  out  his  term  and  the  country  was  eagerly  await- 
ing the  inauguration  of  Franklin  Delano  Roosevelt.  The  hiatus  of  the 
"lame  duck"  period  that  is  caused  by  a change  of  administration  re- 
sulted in  a vacuum  of  inertia  and  inaction  between  the  election  of 
November,  1932,  and  the  inauguration  of  the  new  president  in  March  of 
1933. 

Banks  were  closing  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  land.  Gov- 
ernors were,  by  proclamation,  instituting  "bank  holidays,"  not  mora- 
toriums. This  new  and  fanciful  phrase  sort  of  cushioned  the  shock  of 
the  cutting  off  of  circulating  currency  for  everyday  needs.  The  first 
act  of  the  new  president  on  March  6th  was  to  declare  a national  bank 
holiday,  which  lasted  for  a week.  On  March  12th,  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt 
made  his  first  fireside  chat  on  radio.  By  March  13th  more  than  75  per 
cent  of  the  nation's  banks  opened  their  doors.  People  were  starting  to 
sing  "Happy  Days  are  Here  Again"  to  replace  the  symbolic  theme  of  the 
desperate  "Brother  Can  You  Spare  a Dime." 

In  his  inaugural  address,  F.D.R.  coined  a new  phrase  which  will  always 
symbolize  the  era  that  he  founded  when  he  declared;  "The  only  thing  we 
have  to  fear  is  fear  itself".  In  the  fateful  "One  Hundred  Days"  after 
his  inaugural,  he  had  Congress  pass  every  bit  of  legislation  he  asked 
for  to  dissipate  the  nation's  fears  and  restore  hope  for  the  future. 

On  March  31st  the  Civilian  Conservation  Corps  was  created  to  alleviate 
unemployment;  on  April  19th  an  executive  order  removed  the  nation's 
economy  from  the  "gold  standard"  and  on  May  12th  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Act  was  passed  to  bolster  the  farm  economy.  Continuing  the 
program  to  strengthen  every  area  of  the  economic  structure  of  the 
nation  Congress  then  passed  the  Federal  Emergency  Relief  Act  on  May 
12,  the  Tennessee  Valley  Act  on  May  18,  and  on  May  2?  the  Federal 
Securities  Act. 

I 

In  the  midst  of  these  momentous  events  the  City  of  Chicago  paused  for 
a day  on  May  27  to  officially  open  the  Century  of  Progress  Exposition. 
Unable  to  accept  Rufus  Dawes'  invitation  to  officially  open  the  Fair 
because  of  his  heavy  duties  in  seeing  through  all  the  legislation  for 
putting  the  country  back  on  its  feet  while  Congress  was  in  session, 
F.D.R.  had  sent  Postmaster  General  Farley,  as  his  emissary,  to  perform 
that  duty.  Mr.  Farley,  in  his  speech,  delivered  the  President's  mes- 
sage for  the  occasion,  in  which  he  stated  that  he  hoped  the  exposition 
would  be  "the  inauguration  of  a century  of  even  greater  progress  - 
progress  not  only  along  material  lines;  progress  not  only  of  my  coun- 
try, but  a world  uplifting  that  will  culminate  in  the  greater  happi- 
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ness  of  mankind , and  release  all  peoples  from  "the  outworn  processes 
and  policies  that  have  brought  about  such  a commercial  and  industrial 
depression  as  has  plagued  every  country  on  the  globe". 

More  legislation  was  enacted  as  the  Exposition  unfolded  its  marvels 
to  daily  throngs. 

On  June  16  the  National  Industrial  Recovery  Act  was  enacted  under 
which  the  N.R.A.  and  the  P.W.A.  were  created.  The  Banking  Act  of  1933, 
under  which  the  F.D.I.C.  was  created,  was  also  passed  on  that  date.  On 
August  5,  the  first  National  Labor  Board  was  established,  while  on 
November  8,  the  Civil  Works  Administration  was  set  up. 

While  all  these  steps  were  being  legally  taken,  in  the  democratic  tra- 
dition, to  allow  government  to  control  the  economy  of  our  nation,  yet 
another  and  more  sinister  act  of  controlling  the  lives  of  a nation  was 
being  enacted  in  Germany. 

On  February  7,  1933,  one  of  the  most  fateful  frame-ups  in  history  had 
been  accomplished  in  the  Reichstag  fire.  As  a result,  Adolf  Hitler  and 
his  Nazi  minions,  won  a national  election  for  Reichstag  seats  on  March 
5,  which  gave  them  control  of  the  government.  The  Swastika,  an  ancient 
and  mystic  symbol  often  found  on  ancient  coins,  and  once  a symbol  of 
good  luck,  was  now  subverted  into  a symbol  of  evil  that  will  forever 
be  stamped  on  the  memory  of  mankind. 

Mussolini,  who  had  already  invented  Fascism  as  a political  belief  for 
Hitler's  hoodlums  to  adopt,  now  moved  to  rattle  his  air  power  by  the 
mass  flight  of  hydroplanes  to  the  Century  of  Progress.  This  event  is 
commemorated  in  the  catalog  that  follows  on  the  medals  numbered  73-75 
and  127. 

Japan,  which  had  embarked  on  its  course  of  conquest  by  invading  Man- 
churia two  years  before,  was  now  extending  its  conquest  in  Jehol. 

The  League  of  Nations,  which  has  been  called  "the  greatest  idle  ges- 
ture ever  made  for  international  harmony"  was  meeting  in  Geneva  at  a 
Disarmament  Conference.  "Aerial  bombing"  of  civilians  in  war  was  sanc- 
timoniously condemned,  but  the  League's  attempt  to  establish  an  inter- 
national air  force  to  administer  and  enforce  an  international  law  of 
the  air  was  turned  down.  France  and  England  were  the  only  great  powers 
to  endorse  the  idea.  The  League's  attempt  to  get  Japan  out  of  Manchuria 
and  Jahol  was  unheeded  by  Japan  as  it  continued  on  its  path  of  conquest. 

The  most  noteworthy  impact  on  the  manners  and  morals  of  the  American 
people  in  the  year  1933  was  accomplished  first  by  the  legalization  of 
3.2$  beer  and  wine  on  March  22,  and  later  in  the  year  by  the  repeal  of 
the  Prohibition  Amendment  which  was  ratified  by  Utah  on  December  5"th. 

The  end  of  a tragic  era,  which  has  laid  its  permanent  stamp  on  the  20th 
century  America,  thus  came  to  an  end. 

A strange  phenomena  of  the  manners  and  morals  of  20th  century  America 
is  the  grasp  that  cyclical  mob  psychology  takes  hold  on  the  American 
in  different  generations.  These  cyclical  manifestations  appear  in  many 
guises.  One  manifestation  is  in  games  of  self-entertainment,  which  may 
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be  motivated  by  a fear  of  loneliness  or  boredom.  In  1933  a mass  mani- 
festation of  this  American  characteristic  expressed  itself  in  the  jig- 
saw puzzle  craze. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  more  than  6,000,000  jig-saw  puzzles  were 
sold  in  the  early  part  of  1933.  these  were  priced  anywhere  from  10# 
for  cardboard  to  $5.00  in  plywood. 

During  the  bank  holidays  and  currency  shortage,  when  a good  deal  of 
barter  was  prevalent,  payment  was  accepted  by  merchants  in  jig-saw 
puzzles,  as  they  were  so  much  in  demand  and  could  be  sold  or  traded 
without  difficulty.  One  individual  who  was  incensed  at  a persistent 
creditor,  wrote  a check  in  payment,  and  then  cut  it  up  in  a jig-saw 
puzzle.  This  was  accepted  at  the  bank  when  the  pieces  were  put  to- 
gether . 

One  of  the  results  of  this  fad  was  the  increase  of  employment.  One 
company  on  Long  Island  increased  its  staff  almost  50$  "to  meet  the 
crisis;  another  in  St.  Paul  increased  its  personnel  about  8 7$.  These 
puzzles  were  circulated  by  distributors  through  retail  stores,  book 
stores,  and  news  stands. 

Jig-saw  puzzles  of  the  week,  jig-saws  of  great  artists  and  paintings, 
American  Presidents  and  many  other  subjects  were  produced  as  the  craze 
continued.  Marriage  proposals  were  made  and  accepted  in  jig-saw  forms, 
wills  were  made  in  jig-saws.  Mental  cruelty  was  alleged  in  one  city 
where  the  woman's  complaint  alleged  her  husband  held  out  pieces  of 
jig-saw  puzzles  that  she  bought.  Jig-saw  puzzle  clubs  were  formed  and 
jig-saw  contests  were  arranged. 

In  a famous  tax  case,  Uncle  Sam  claimed  excise  taxes  were  due  from  the 
Viking  Manufacturing  Company  of  Boston  on  the  ground  that  jig-saw 
puzzles  was  a sport  and  should  be  taxed  as  sporting  goods.  The  lower 
court  held  it  was  a game,  but  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States 
in  1937  held  that  it  was  not  a game  but  a sport. 

These  matters  were  just  a few  manifestations  of  "The  Year  That  Was" 

- 1933,  the  first  year  of  the  Century  of  Progress.  The  second  year  of 
the  Exposition  - 193^  - was  like  a postscript  - much  of  the  same,  but 
very  much  of  the  new,  also,  which  will  be  explored  later. 

Part  II 

1933  was  also  a significant  year  in  numismatics.  The  depression  had 
created  many  new  types  of  emergency  moneys.  The  dominant  form  of  this 
monetary  substitute  was  the  paper  scrip  issued  in  many  states  by  cit- 
ies and  villages,  merchants  and  various  industries.  Wooden  nickels 
were  also  introduced.  In  the  catalog  that  follows  a wooden  nickel 
piece  (No.  6)  was  issued  at  the  Fair,  but  whether  it  was  intended  as 
emergency  money  is  doubtful. 

The  Dow  Chemical  Co.  of  Midland,  Michigan,  which  exhibited  at  the 
Fair,  had  issued  a 20  cent  magnesium  token  to  be  redeemable  by  March 
1 , 1933,  during  the  Bank  Holiday  in  Michigan  (No.  57)»  According  to 
the  story  in  The  Numismatist  of  April,  1933,  p.  263,  this  token  was 
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not  put  into  circulation.  This  change  in  plans  was  explained  by  an  | 

officer  of  the  company,  as  follows: 

"When  the  moratorium  was  issued  closing  the  banks  of  Michigan  we 
immediately  prepared  to  issue  this  Dow  metal  scrip.  However,  two 
days  after  the  closing  of  the  Michigan  banks,  our  banks  in  Mid- 
land reopened  for  business  as  usual  and  it  was  no  longer  neces- 
sary to  use  it.  We  had  already  prepared  some  quantity  of  the 
scrip  and  were  restricted  by  the  government  agents  from  passing 
it  out  as  redeemable  currency,  therefore,  whe  have  sent  it  out 
as  souvenirs  only,  and  it  is  not  redeemable  at  any  time." 

Only  1620  pieces  were  struck  because  the  Dow  Company  coining  press 
broke  before  more  could  be  made.  This  token  was  distributed  by  the 
Dow  Company  at  the  Michigan  exhibit  along  with  two  other  Dow  metal 
tokens,  namely.  Nos,  56  and  58,  as  advertising  media  of  this  new  and 
light  metal  which  was  considered  the  "world's  lightest  structural 
metal"  and  which  they  called  the  "metal  from  the  sea." 

Other  forms  of  monetary  substitutes  were  being  used  by  hotels  and 
restaurants  during  this  period.  These  were  called  "due  bills",  and 
were  actually  I.O.U. 's. 

Payless  pay-days  were  common  to  municipal  employees  in  the  cities  and 
counties  at  the  time.  To  remedy  this  "tax  anticipation  warrants"  were 
issued  to  teachers,  clerks,  officials  and  other  governmental  workers, 
who  either  discounted  this  paper  or  used  them  as  security  for  loans. 

"Warehouse  receipts"  issued  by  distilleries  who  had  bonded  liquor 
waiting  to  be  released  on  the  day  repeal  was  ratified  were  discounted 
in  financial  centers  as  a means  of  raising  cash. 

However,  the  most  common  monetary  substitute  was  the  paper  scrip, 
wooden  nickels  and  similar  devices  in  small  denominations  to  relieve 
the  scarcity  of  small  change  in  daily  cash  transactions. 

There  were  types  of  scrip  issued  in  the  various  states,  as  well  as 
by  local  communities,  by  governmental  bodies  as  well  as  by  private 
individuals.  A valuable  reference  on  this  subject  is  the  book  "Depres- 
sion Scrip  of  the  United  States"  by  Charles  V.  Happen  and  Ralph  A. 
Mitchell.  The  o-nly  other  catalog  on  this  subject  is  James  J.  Curto  's 
articles  on  the  Scrip  Issues  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  which  was  pub- 
lished in  The  Numismatist,  September  to  December  of  19^9, 

Will  Rogers,  in  his  comments  on  contemporary  events,  stated  that; 
"Everybody  is  all  excited  over  scrip.  We 're  all  for  it.  The  way  it 
sounds,  all  you  need  is  a fountain  pen  and  a prescription  blank. 

That's  what  we've  been  looking  for  all  these  years.  A substitute  for 
money.  Come  on  with  your  scrip.  The  psychology  of  the  stuff  not  being 
actual  money  is  going  to  make  everybody  buy  something." 

Undaunted  by  domestic  and  foreign  problems,  the  Chicago  Coin  Club 
hosted  the  annual  American  Numismatic  Association  convention  in  Chi- 
cago. It  was  held  at  the  Congress  Hotel  from  August  26  to  August  31, 
and  one  of  the  main  incentives  for  out-of-town  A.N.A.  members  to 
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attend  was  the  Century  of  Progress.  The  story  about  the  convention 
in  The  Numismatist  announced  that;  "Since  the  exposition  itself  will 
offer  much  in  the  way  of  amusement  and  sightseeing  for  convention 
visitors,  and  the  fact  that  in  this  depression  year  of  1933  all  will 
feel  the  need  to  practice  economy,  the  local  committee  is  not  consid- 
ering an  elaborate  entertainment  program.  " 

Henri  Ripstra,  who  designed  the  Balbo  Medal  described  in  the  catalog 
that  follows  (No.  75) » was  then  president  of  the  host  club.  Alden  Scott 
Boyer,  of  the  Chicago  Coin  Club,  was  then  President  of  the  A.N.A., 
which  at  that  time  had  issued  membership  numbers  as  of  January  1,  1933, 
starting  with  No,  4186.  Ragnar  Cederlund  was  Chariman  of  the  Exhibits 
Committee,  who  announced  that  he  had  twenty  cases  available  for  the 
exhibits  but  that  Mr,  Boyer  had  twenty  more  to  loan  so  that  there  will 
be  "lots  of  space  for  all"  exhibitors, 

Rollo  B.  Gilmore,  of  The  Koin-X-Change , one  of  the  three  or  four  pro- 
fessional coin  dealers  in  Chicago  at  that  time,  was  not  only  Conven- 
tion Chairman,  but  also  conducted  the  one  night  auction  on  Tuesday 
evening,  the  28th, 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  there  was  no  dealer's  bourse,  since 
that  feature  of  present  day  conventions  had  not  yet  been  introduced. 

The  main  segments  of  these  annual  events  at  that  time  were  the  exhib- 
its, a small  auction,  a business  meeting,  and  the  social  and  educa- 
tional events. 

In  connection  with  these  festivities  William  F.  Dunham  issued  a one- 
mill  token  to  dramatize  the  need  for  small  change.  This  token,  N©.  52 
in  the  catalog,  was  passed  out  free  by  Dunham  at  the  convention. 

In  its  story  about  the  Fair,  The  Numismatist  of  July,  1933,  stated: 

"of  special  interest  to  us  as  numismatists  will  be  the  Federal 
Hall  section  of  the  Court  of  States  Building,  located  on  what  is 
known  as  Northerly  Island,  which  in  addition  to  numerous  other 
exhibits  includes  an  exhibit  by  the  Mint  and  Bureau  of  Engrav- 
ing, At  the  U.S.  Mint  exhibit  they  have  the  original  coining 
press,  used  during  George  Washington's  time,  when  the  first  U.S, 
coins,  "dime"  and  "half-dime"  were  coined  from  the  silver  plate 
of  Martha  Washington.  You  will  also  see  the  latest  design  of 
coining  press  as  now  used  at  the  mint  in  operation.  The  U.S, 

Bureau  of  Engraving  demonstrates  before  you  the  making  of  en- 
graved certificates,  and  you  may  see  on  the  walls  immediately 
surrounding  same,  framed  exhibits  of  various  denominations  of 
bills , " etc , , etc , 

Another  connecting  link  between  numismatics  and  the  Chicago  Exposition 
of  1933  may  be  noted  from  the  Numismatist  of  July  '33,  that  "When  the 
Georgia  exhibit  opens  next  Sunday  300,000  Stone  Mountain  half  dollars 
will  be  placed  on  sale  for  $1,00  each.  They  were  made  at  the  Philadel- 
phia Mint  and  the  proceeds  will  go  to  the  completion  of  the  Confederate 
Memorial  at  Stone  Mountain." 

1933  was  also  a year  in  which  slugs  were  still  being  used  in  public 
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telephones,  and  other  automatic  devices.  In  the  early  years  of  the 
development  of  automatic  vending  machines,  public  telephones  and  pin- 
ball games,  the  five-cent  nickel  coin,  or  the  one  cent  for  the  peanut 
machines,  gumball  machines,  etc.,  were  in  common  use.  But  pilferage, 
counterfeit  coins,  holdups  of  collectors  who  picked  up  receipts, 
caused  a change  to  the  use  of  slugs  in  many  of  the  automatic  devices 
used  to  sell  services  or  merchandise. 

Two  of  such  pieces  are  catalogued  here.  No.  92  is  a telephone  slug  for 
the  public  telephones  at  the  Fair  with  the  incused  legend  "Chicago 
World's  Fair,  1933".  No.  93  is  a toilet  slug  for  use  in  the  private 
concessions.  The  inscription  states  that  it  is  "good  for  5^  in  trade 
on  Fair  grounds."  It  is  on  the  word  and  say-so  of  Richard  Rosholirij  and 
the  description  on  the  envelopes  in  which  his  collection  was  housed, 
that  this  attribution  is  relied  on.  Mr.  Rosholm,  who  sold  his  entire 
collection  of  Century  of  Progress  material  to  the  writer  a few  years 
before  his  death,  was  active  in  various  concessions  at  the  Fair.  He 
was  also  actively  engaged  in  the  promotion  of  Leif  Erickson  Day  for 
which  the  pinback  badge  described  as  No.  175  was  issued. 

The  toilet  concession  was  apparently  not  too  successful,  or  perhaps 
public  protest  was  too  vehement  for  lack  of  adequate  facilities,  be- 
cause it  was  not  renewed  in  1934.  The  official  Guide  Book  for  1934 
took  the  trouble  to  announce  that;  "All  comfort  stations  and  toilet 
facilities  throughout  the  Exposition  grounds  will  be  free  to  the 
visiting  public."  During  the  1933  Exposition  a certain  percentage  of 
the  toilet  accomodations  were  operated  by  a concessionaire.  The  Expo- 
sition then  acquired  all  these  conveniences,  and  thus  made  certain 
that  they  would  be  free  to  visitors  during  the  second  year. 

It  might  be  worthwhile  noting  as  part  of  the  numismatic  res  gestae  of 
1933  that  the  only  coins  minted  for  circulation  in  that  year  were 
Lincoln  cents  at  the  Philadelphia  and  Denver  mints,  and  a half  dollar 
by  the  San  Francisco  mint.  The  slowdown  in  retail  transactions  because 
of  the  depression  is,  of  course,  a condition  which  resulted  in  the 
large  use  of  slugs  for  vending  machines,  which  were  then  starting  to 
come  into  their  own,  as  well  as  for  other  automatic  usages,  such  as 
telephones  and  toilet  locks,  as  previously  noted. 

In  the  long  history  of  the  dime  and  quarter  mintage,  which  had  been 
in  popular  use  since  the  inception  of  our  coinage,  it  was  one  of  the 
few  years  that  the  state  of  the  economy  did  not  require  their  produc- 
tion. It  was  also  a year  in  which  the  half  dollar  was  a lot  of  money. 

If  the  dime  was  so  little  needed  how  does  it  happen  that  the  cliche 
"Brother  can  you  spare  a dime"  was  used  to  date  the  period?  And  if 
one  were  accosted  on  the  street  by  one  begging  for  a nickel  to  get  a 
cup  of  coffee,  how  the  joke  "Where's  the  cup  of  coffee"  developed  is 
another  query  hard  to  answer  in  a year  when  the  mint  decided  that  there 
wasn't  enough  need  to  produce  nickels  for  the  daily  needs  of  the  pop- 
ulace. This,  of  course,  may  have  been  partly  answered  by  the  paper 
scrip  and  wooden  nickels  that  have  been  discussed. 

Newcomers  to  American  numismatic  history  were  the  sales  tax  tokens  of 
1933 . These  pieces  are  historically  important  since  they  were  the  end 
products  of  the  depression  years.  Because  of  the  need  of  most  state 
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governments  for  revenue  to  finance  relief  commissions,  and  because  of 
the  decrease  in  revenue  from  real  estate  and  personal  property  taxes, 
sales  tax  laws  were  first  passed  in  1933.  Ohio  was  the  first  state  to 
pass  such  legislation,  but  used  tax  receipts  and  punch  cards.  These 
issues  were  intended  as  receipts  upon  the  payment  of  sales  taxes  on 
each  retail  purchase.  Illinois  was  also  one  of  the  first  states  to 
pass  such  legislation  when  its  sales  tax  went  into  effect  in  July  of 
1933.  However,  that  state  did  not  issue  sales  tax  tokens  until  1935, 
but  a number  of  cities  and  towns  issued  "provisional"  tokens  in  1933. 

A valuable  reference  on  these  tokens  is  Charles  H.  Lipsky's  article 
on  "Provisional  Sales  Tax  Tokens  of  Illinois"  in  the  Numismatic  Scrap- 
book Magazine  of  July,  1959.  These  "provisionals"  were  retired  in  1935 
when  the  State  of  Illinois  issued  official  round  tokens  of  1-j  mills. 

Other  valuable  references  in  this  field  of  numismatics  is  the  monograph 
"Sales  Tax  Tokens"  by  Herbert  E.  Rowold  in  the  Numismatic  Scrapbook 
Magazine  of  November,  1956;  and  Emil  Di  Bella’s  "Check  List  of  Sales 
Tax  Tokens"  which  appeared  in  the  Numismatic  Scrapbook  Magazine  in 
March  of  19^4,  and  February  of  1961. 

The  reader  might  wonder  at  this  point  that  the  discussion  of  the  numis- 
matic res  gestae  of  1933  may  have  wandered  far  afield  from  its  original 
theme  of  the  Century  of  Progress  Exposition.  The  writer  has  purpose- 
fully attempted  in  a limited  sense  to  recreate  some  of  the  contemporary 
events  that  affected,  not  only  the  Exposition,  but  which  would  event- 
ually be  of  some  numismatic  interest.  This  background,  it  is  hoped, 
will  somehow  relieve  the  monotony  of  examining  a catalog  of  a seemingly 
repetitious  format.  It  is  hoped  by  this  means  that  these  survivors  of 
a frantic  epoch  may  be  inspired  with  a greater  appeal  and  thus  be  freed 
from  the  neglect  and  disinterest  which  has  formerly  been  the  heritage 
of  tokens  and  medals,  and  which  today  is,  perhaps,  finally  being  real- 
ized to  some  degree. 

Without  knowledge  of  the  historical  background  of  a catalog  of  tokens 
and  medals  the  result  becomes  only  a recapitulation  of  the  issues  of 
pieces  of  metal.  Therefore,  the  background  history  of  the  times,  as 
well  as  the  relation  of  numismatic  issues  which  are  associated  with 
the  events  of  those  times,  will  paint  a more  complete  picture  in  which 
the  subject  matter  in  this  catalog  will  find  its  proper  perspective. 

The  catalog  of  tokens,  medals  and  quasi-numismatic  issues  of  the  Cen- 
tury of  Progress  Exposition  of  1933-193^-  in  Chicago  is  the  first  list- 
ing of  such  items  in  numismatic  literature.  As  such  it  should  really 
be  regarded  as  a trial  list  for  it  is  possible  and  probable  that  new 
items  may  turn  up  from  time  to  time  that  have  not  been  published. 

Most  of  the  material  listed  was  acquired  by  the  writer  by  purchases  of 
the  Richard  Rosholm  collection  and  the  Charles  Green  estate.  This  has 
been  supplemented  by  the  listing  of  items  from  the  collection  of  Ernest 
Jonas  of  Chicago,  and  also  by  items  contributed  by  Arlie  Slabaugh 

Contemporary  issues  of  The  Numismatist,  as  well  as  "The  Home  Hobbiest," 
a commercial  house  organ  and  price  list  of  The  Koin  X Change,  published 
by  Rollo  E.  Gilmore,  have  been  consulted,  as  well  as  King's  "Lincoln  in 
Numismatics"  and  the  "So-Called  Dollars"  book  by  Hibler  and  Kappen. 
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Reference  was  also  made  "to  catalogs  and  listings  of  various  dealers  in 
this  type  of  material,  with  credit  and  acknowledgments  made  for  items 
so  listed.  Every  possible  effort  was  made  to  exhaust  sources  and  ref- 
erences to  Century  of  Progress  material.  It  is  hoped,  therefore,  that 
this  catalog  is  as  complete  as  possible  at  the  time  of  publication,

atalog  ever  prepared  relating  to;  "The  Medallic  His- 
ory  of  Christopher  Columbus  and  the  Columbian  Expo- 
ition  of  1893."  Included  in  this  comprehensive  list- 
.ng  are  well  over  600  numismatic  items  relating  to 
.he  subjects  at  hand. 

)escriptions  of  all  listed  pieces  are  carefully  de- 
railed, and  where  appropriate,  histories  or  background 
naterial  is  included,  including  the  location  of  the 
Listed  pieces,  or  the  source  through  whose  authority 
they  are  listed.  Well  over  100  of  the  more  important 
xr  interesting  items  are  illustrated  for  clarity.

PRISONER  OF  WAR  MONIES  AND  MEDALS  - by  Arlie  R.  Slabaugh 

A first  in  its  field,  this  study  of  a vast  field,  one 
clouded  with  perhaps  more  secrecy  than  any  other  in 
all  of  numismatics,  is  admirably  handled  by  an  author 
long  recognized  for  his  interest  and  ability  in  the 
area  of  off-beat  numismatics. 

Referred  to  by  the  author  as  a simple  catalog  of  the 
"monies  and  medals  related  to,  or  known  to  have  been 
used  in  prisoner  of  war,  internment,  concentration, 
or  displaced  persons  camps,  from  the  18th  Century  to 
the  present,"  it  certainly  is  much  more.  At  the  least 
it  is  a detailed  historical  catalog,  as  as  much  spai 
must  be  devoted  to  the  histories  of  the  institutions 
and  their  issues,  as  to  the  catalog  itself. 

While  the  prime  emphasis  is  placed  on  those  issues  of  World  War  II  and 
the  United  States,  certainly  a remarkable  amount  of  information  has 
been  compiled  in  all  the  other  areas,  considering  the  degree  of  secrecy

which  surrounded  the  other  issues  in  most  instances.  Where  possible 
the  author  has  given  the  collector  a bonus  by  providing  catalog  val- 
ues for  the  listings,  something  seldom  attempted  in  works  of  this

In  several  preceding  issues  of  our  Journal,  there  appeared  the  series 
on  "Embossed  or  Shell  Store  Cards"  by  Ralph  Mitchell  and  Russell  Rulau. 
Certainly  it  is  a tremendous  listing,  to  say  the  least.  Whether  the 
pieces  described  herewith  have  a place  in  that  listing  is  open  to  ques- 
tion, however,  they  probably  have  as  much  right  as  several  other  of 
the  "fringe"  items  that  were  listed,  and  in  any  event  should  be  of  in- 
terest to  collectors  of  embossed  cards. 

In  1898  Admiral  Dewey  won  the  Battle  of  Manila  Bay  in  the  Spanish-Amer- 
ican  War  and  became  a popular  hero  - tremendous  parades  being  held  in 
his  honor  after  his  homecoming  in  the  fall  of  1899,  and  numerous  badges 
and  medals  were  issued  in  his  honor  (Seemingly  they  would  be  most 
common,  but  except  for  perhaps  a dozen  kinds,  most  are  hard  to  locate). 

One  of  the  most  unusual  pieces  issued  in  connection  with  his  homecom- 
ing was  a large  embossed  shell  badge  made  by  Jas.  Murdock,  Jr.,  of 
Cincinnati,  Ohio.  It  will  be  found  that  the  same  firm  (Then  Murdock  & 
Spencer)  made  shell  advertising  cards  back  about  the  1870  period  when 
they  were  in  vogue,  so  they  weren't  exactly  a novelty  with  thorn,  with 
the  exception  of  the  size. 

The  illustrations  are  approximately  actual  size,  actual  size  being  5 
inches  in  diameter.  The  obverse  of  the  Admiral  Dewey  specimen  is  of 
thin  copper,  embossed,  with  cardboard  backing,  which  is  printed  with 
a patriotic  inscription,  etc. 
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CARDS  ( ? ) 

There  is  another  variety  of  this  piece,  described  by  William  S.  Dewey 
in  the  March,  1939,  issue  of  "The  Numismatist."  This  specimen  shows 
the  shell  attached  to  a small  eagle  at  the  top,  which  had  a pin  back 
so  the  shell  could  be  worn  as  a badge.  In  addition  to  a patriotic 
inscription  on  the  cardboard  backing,  it  bore  the  address  of  Samuel 
Ward  Company,  manufacturing  stationers.  However,  the  shell  piece  was 
made  by  Murdock,  whose  name  appears  in  small  letters  on  the  obverse. 

On  this  piece  the  Dewey  obverse  is  from  a different  die. 

Still  another  piece  is  one  for  Wm.  McKinley  for  President.  This  has  a 
brass  (gilt)  obverse,  with  cardboard  backing,  which  states  that  it  is; 
"The  'Hurrah'  Campaign  Procession  Badge.  Manufactured  by  Jas.  Murdock, 
Jr.  Stamp  Cutter,  Engraver,  & Die  Sinker.  Cincinnati,  0.",  and  goes 
on  to  tell  what  McKinley  stood  for.  This  was  very  likely  made  for  the 
1900  election.  It,  too,  is  five  inches  in  size. 

Since  die  sinkers  often  made  campaign  items  for  both  sides,  was  there 
one  for  William  Jennings  Bryan,  or  other  personages  of  the  day?  Or, 
did  Murdock  abandon  them  after  making  these  three?  Although  impressive 
they  are  also  rather  fragile  and  few  have  probably  survived.  I would 
be  glad  to  hear  from  collector  owning  either  these  or  other  varieties.
